A SOUTHERN TORNADO. 


the Wind Whips tlie Boots Off a Man 


and Tatters His Clothing: In South Caro- 
lina—Stock Killed and Many Building* 
leveled. 
COLUMBIA, S. C., Jan. 8.—Details from 


the recent cyclone which swept over the 
sastern part of the State through Lan- 
saster, Clarendon and other counties, show 
terrible loss of property, but miraculous 
escapes from loss of life. In Lancaster a 
Dumber of bars, gin-houses and other out- 
houses were blown down. 
Tli" greatest 


damage was done in Clarendon County. The 
cyclone cut a road five hundred yards wide 
through fifteen miles ot tlie county. It 
wrecked the d-relling of J. D. Weeks, the 
timbers from which knocked him down and 
Inflicted serious injuries, breaking several 
of his ribs. 
Mr. Connors locked hM arms 


round a tree trunk and his feet beat a tatoo 
in time with the wind, knocking off his 
shoes. His clothing was split in a number 
of places by the force of tlie tornado. Near- 
ly every building on Mr. Weeks' plantation 
was wrecked. Several laborers' houses on 
Mr. Harvin's place were Mown down, one 
wing of his dwelling torn away, and his 
gin-house tossed into a creek, wrecking 
81.000 worth of machinery. 
On II. H. 


Lidel's place a number of houses were 
wrecked, several persons injured, and a 
horse and a mule killed. Dwellings and out- 
houses were leveled on the plantatiouB of 
J J. Broadaway, J. T. Hodge and W. 
L. Reynolds. Dr. J. T. Hodge, a man of 
more than two hundred pounds' weight, 
was lifted from his piazza 
into 
the 


yard by the tornado. His dwelling and 
outhouses were demolished. His wife and 
children were in the house when it. was 
wrecked, but they escaped with only slight 
injuries. The cyclone made a clean sweep 
of standing timber in some sections of Clar- 
endon. 
A great many animals were killed 


and crippled. All the poultry in the track 
of the storm were either killed or blown out 
of the county. Birds of almost every de- 
scription 
were found 
dead and nearly 


stripped of feathers. The cyclone did great 
damage in neighboring counties, but was 
most disastrous in Clarendon.

THE AWFUL TORPEDO. 


WHAT THE NAVAL ENGAGEMENT OP

Clad and a Torpedo Boot—An

-Tha 
very sea that hides and protects htm daring 
tbe first par t of his expedition jQiy In another 
moment toss his corpse hither and thither 
i ipan Its way«s, Hia.adversary wflll geek to 
riddle the boat with a rain of steal, cast-iron 
nnd lead. The torpedo itself, which carries 
such terror with it, might be touched by a 
missile, and-explode, bursting tbe torpedo- 
boat1 into atoms. 


The combat" commences. The vessels ot 
:tho tieet have opened Ore. Shells rain in all 
directions. On» of bur cruisers, cannonaded 
heavily on the starboard ' aide by a fort 
mounting twelve Krupp 'cannon, ia simul- 
taneously attacked on the larboard side by 
one ;of the enemy's iron-clods. 
Sno has 


already suffered severely, and her position 
becomes critical A most-signal from the 
admiral's ship U given; and a torpedob'oat 
starts. The watchful enemy bos observed 
tha signal. He knows the danger; and at 
once concentrates all "his fire upon the little 
gray'speck which iaishobtihg rapidly toward 
"him. Three miles separate them; and the 
terpedo-boat must raalta that thren miles in 
ten minutes. If it is not sunk tx re it has 
;traversed that dfetansa, tbe iron-ciad Is lost 
'Therefore the cannoneers point their guns 
with'the 'most scrupulous core. The Brst 
shells paks witte of tbe'mart; bat the aim ia 
rectified; .and soon tha shells fall »„ near the 
torpedo-boat that they throw the water over 
it. How one:has fallen rightat its prow. & 
geyser jet of wutortbirty f«t high conceals 
tbe torpedo-boat; tbe enemy believes it hat 
been Bunk, and utter a treraenilous ehe:>r. 
But the projectile DM only ricochetted, and 
.pissed over it. The water falls back in rain, 
land the brave little Teasel reappears all 
streaming witb brine as though it had 
emerged from the sea-deeps, aud rushing on 
at full steam in the face of death. 


To«re ore only nine m*n on the little ves- 


'*elf and ihey. are going to "attack a sort ol 
leviathan carrying an 'immense crew. It li 
"not the fight of one against tan, but o! one 
against a hundred. 


Not a single Word is uttered byond the 


necessary orders. Those men whom death 
already touches with his finger are silant and 
grave. And do not suppose for a moment 
Jttaft they do not think of the danger. On 
the contrary, they think of nothing else. But 
it ia not of their own danger they are think- 
ing, but of tbe danger of failure. It is not a 
question of their lives, but of tha snoceaa of 
the enterprise. It is essential that the tor- 
pedo-boat shall reach the enemy's Sank, and 
rescue anrcruker. After that, if toe tor- 
pedo-boat sluts, so much the worse! 


Every nerve is strained, every eye is di- 


rected toward the object in view. Now the 
boat Is only 503 yards away from the iron- 
clad. The fire of the mitrailleuses mingles 
with the shower of shells, and sweeps the 
deck; everything wooden is splintered to 
atoms Irith grape-shot An incessant fire of 
repeating rifles from the most-tops of the 
iron-clad plays over the torpedo-tioat; and 
the balls, entering through the few open- 
ings in the decks have already disabled 
ttiree men. They lie In a corner to which 
they wore auie to drag themselves; for 
there ia no time now to attend, to them. 
They may be thought of in two minutei 
more—ofter the fate of all shall have USD 
'decided. 


The torpedo-boat bus almost reached itc 


enemy. The success of the expedition ia 
now assured; for the shell-batteries are 
powerless to harm the torpedo-boat at such 
short range. Tbe ride-tire, terrible taltia, 
cannot sink her; it can only kill some of her 
crew—but that ia of no great consequence 1 
Now is tbe time when tbe captain needs 
all tils surety of eye and coolness of will; 
now ia the time that bis men must execute 
orders with.tbe rapidity of lightning; for 
U tbe torpedo be tired a second too soon it 
will foil to do its terrible duty; and yet U 
there baa delay of a moment, tbe torpedo- 
boat must dash itself to pieces against the 
Bides of-its mighty adversary.
